HOW DISNEY CHARACTERS WENT TO WAR 


Fifty years ago, as the turmoil of World War II was 
beginning in Europe, Walt Disney began receiving re- 
quests from military units to design insignias featuring 
the Disney characters. Walt was pleased to have his ar- 
tists prepare these insignias as part of his contribution 
to the war effort. Over the next five years, the Disney 
studio would create over 1,200 insignias for American 
and allied units. Donald Duck appeared on many 
designs—his temper fit him for such a role—but Mickey 
Mouse was rarely used, except for perhaps a chaplain's 
group or the Signal Corps. A unit such as the Flying 
Tigers might have a flying tiger created just for it. These 
Disney insignias did much to foster good morale during 
a dark and distressing period.

CAN | REALLY BE MYSELF 
WITH MY CHILD? 


Today's parents have grown up 
in an era advocating the “freedom 
to be me.” We've learned to express 
our anger, tell it as it is, and look 
out for Number One. Although 
the radical '60s edict to “let it all 
hang out” has been tempered to a 
quieter philosophy of “do your own 
thing,” we still feel an uneasiness 
about what it means to feel free to 
be ourselves and at the same time 
be a good parent. Is there a line to 
be drawn between being oneself. 
and being a parent—and if so, 
where does the line fall? 

When we ask the question about 
being ourselves we're obviously 
not worried about ourselves at our 


Ph.D., anthropologist and psycho- 
therapist, who was also director 
of The Parenting Process Project 
at Cedars-Sinai Department of 
Psychiatry in Los Angeles. Whether 
you should be worried or not, 
however, is the next question. If 
you're loving and supportive most 
of the time—and that doesn't 
mean all of the time—then you 
probably don't need to worry, ас- 
cording to Kaufman. It may be 
that you have unrealistically high 
standards for how you should 
behave. Some parents think they 
must be all-embracing, all-loving 
all the time. They'd do well to re- 
member that it's just fine to be "a 
good enough parent," as the late 
Bruno Bettelheim wrote reassur- 
ingly in his book of the same title. 

If, on the other hand, you know 
yourself to be quick-tempered, im- 


Patient, understanding, caring—model TV parents like the Nelsons never 
seem to stray from perfection. The reality is that mom and dad are only 


human. However, they can learn to be themselves and be good parents. 


best—loving, supportive, imagi- 
native and fun. We're concerned 
about how much we can show of 
less desirable traits. Can we afford 
to be spontaneous when spon- 
taneous sometimes means spon- 
taneously angry or impatient? 

I just want to be myself, some 
parents say. I'm only human, after 
all. Must 1 always protect my child 
by biting my tongue and not get- 
ting angry when I feel angry? If 1 
do lose my temper, will it destroy 
my child? 

"If you ask the questions, you're 
probably worried about yourself as 
a parent," says Lorraine Kaufman, 
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pulsive, and impatient, you're 
wise to take a closer look at your- 
self and think about where and 
how you want to draw the line 
limiting your spontaneous reac- 
tions. “Remember, you draw that 
line all the time—with friends, at 
work, with your mate,” Kaufman 
reminds. 

If the goal as a parent is to nur- 
ture a child's self-esteem, to enable 
him to believe in himself, then we 
draw the line at words or acts that 
hurt the child, that injure his sense 
of self-worth. Kaufman gives ап 
example: Calling the child “a bad 
boy” or “a bad girl” because he 


has made a mess or pulled food off 
the shelf in the supermarket— 
things that are normal for a young 
child to do—is crossing over the 
line. So is hitting the child or 
screaming at him in rage, or abus- 
ing him or her in any other way. 
Books are helpful in giving us in- 
formation about our child's phase 
of development, so we can know 
what's reasonable to expect. 

“As a parent you're going to feel 
angry and frustrated over and over 
again,” she continues, “but if being 
yourself results in anger that de- 
means, humiliates, shames or 
abuses the child, then it has gone 
too far. 

“It is not temper which is danger- 
ous,” Kaufman says, “but how it is 
expressed, Count to 20 and find a 
way to express your feelings about 
what has made you angry without 
attacking your child's sense of self. 
It's better to say 1 don't like what 
you are doing’ than it is to say 
"What's wrong with you?" ‘That's

Ingredients. 
1 сир softened butter 
1/2 cup powdered sugar 
2 cups all-purpose flour 
pinch of salt 
1/4 teaspoon baking 
powder 


1. Preheat the oven to 350°. 


2. Ina large mixing bowl cream the butter with the 
electric mixer until it is soft, smooth, and fluffy. 


3. Add the powdered sugar, a little at a time, and beat 
until smooth. 


4. Measure and add the flour, salt, and baking powder 
to a medium-sized mixing bowl. Mix with fork. 


5. Add the flour mixture to the butter mixture and stir 
until well mixed. 

6. Dust a rolling pin and a clean place on the counter 
with the extra flour. Turn the dough onto the floured 
surface and roll it out into a large circle—about 1/4 
inch thick. 


7. With cookie cutters cut the dough into any shapes 
you like. 


8. With a metal spatula lift the shortbreads onto an 
ungreased cookie sheet. Place them about 1/2 inch 
apart. Prick each shortbread twice with a fork and 
sprinkle with granulated sugar. 


9. Bake the shortbreads for 20-25 minutes until they 
turn light brown around the edges. 


10. With oven mitts, remove the cookie sheet from the 
oven. With the metal spatula, immediately lift the 
shortbreads onto a plate.

run my life,” says Ann Gambrell, 
who now, as president of Creative 
Time-Plus in Torrance, California, 
organizes everything from peo- 
ple's kitchens to their businesses, 
and is a frequent lecturer on the 
subject. Нег answer? "Plan, plan, 
plan. I don't want to sound stuffy,” 
she says, “but I advise setting goals 
and a schedule—for each day, for 
the week, and for the year." 

There are two reasons why plan- 
ning is so important. First, there's 
the obvious fact that it enables you 
to have more control over time. But 
second, and even more significant, 
without a schedule new mothers 
don't make a strong enough com- 
mitment to their own interests and, 
well-being, which results in а feel- 
ing of loss of identity. 

Starting with the big picture, 
Gambrell suggests mothers set 
goals for the next year, whether or 
not they intend to return to work. 
If planning to go back to work, 
decide what you're going to do 
during maternity leave. If you're 
not going to work, then set goals 
for other projects or interests. 

To get enough time for yourself, 
schedule it in. Gambrell suggests 
that on Sunday evening you make 
a plan for the next week, setting 
aside time for pleasurable ac- 
tivities, such as meeting a friend 


or former co-worker for lunch, 
having a manicure or a body mas- 
sage, or going shopping. Inciden- 
tally, although Gambrell advises 
staying in touch with colleagues 
and keeping up with businessin- 
terests, especially if you plan to 
continue working, she doesn’t rec- 
ommend visiting the office. Going 
back into that world before you 
return to work can arouse all sorts 
of uncomfortable feelings, from in- 
security about your appearance, 
because you still haven't lost the 
last five pounds after the baby's 
birth, to guilt about not being 
there at the office now. 

Gambrell is also adamant about 
scheduling time alone with your 
husband. She cites a couple she 
knows who always go out to break- 
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fast together on Friday mornings. 
A teenager stays with the children 
for an hour and a half before 
school. They've done it for years, 
and rarely miss a Friday. 

Daily schedules may be the 
trickiest of all. The most frequent 
mistake is in making a list of things 
to do that's too long. To take on 
cleaning the whole house, for 
example, is overwhelming, ex- 
hausting, and produces a martyr 
at the end of it all. Much better to 
plan on doing only two chores a 
day, like mopping the kitchen and 
bathroom. "And always make 
time for yourseli—to read, take a 
пар, or to simply daydream. 
Think of that time in a positive 
way: It's not doing nothing; it's 
taking care of yourself." 

A schedule helps the disorga- 
nized mother get things done, and 
it helps the zealous organizer to 
limit her expectations. Gambrell's 
role model when her children were 
young was a neighbor who did 
chores in the morning, and what- 
ever wasn't done by 11:00 am. 
didn't get done that day. She 
always had time for her children 
and for herself. 

But what happens when the 
baby cries all day, and you can do 
nothing at all? You implement Plan 
B, which is simply to get through 
the day. You needn't worry, noth- 
ing is lost, Gambrell assures: 
"Chores always have a way of get- 
ting done."

His background was theatrical: 
his parents were actors and at 
age five George Stevens had made 
his stage debut. By the time he 
was 17, he was working in silents 
as an assistant cameraman. Six 
years later, he was a cameraman 
working for Hal Roach on Laurel 
and Hardy's comedies.

Heston's presence is indeed a studied blend of reserve and 


le end poets and politicians (his favorite: Winston Churchill's "We 
g ” cannot guarantee success, we can only deserve it"). But 
Heston's most striking quality is his extraordinary lack of self- 


importance. “I am faintly uneasy with the idea of being a ‘Star’ 
or a Celebrity,” he says. “I call myself a ‘Public Actor.’ It's 
more a Scot's term.” 

Heston has always maintained a strong emotional attach- 
ment to his roots in Scotland’s Fraser clan. Macbeth, of course, 
is his favorite Shakespearean role, and he attributes both his 
traditional—and rebellious—nature to his Scottish heritage. In 
fact, the very notion of playing an ironhanded Scots patriarch 
attracted Heston to the role of James MacKenzie in The Disney 
Channel Premiere Film The Little Kidnappers. In that film, 
Heston portrays a rigid grandfather bitter over his son's death. 
He rules his family with fierce discipline—until his two grand- 


sons arrive and awaken his long-buried sympathies. 


“Туе played Scots before of course,” Heston points out. “But 
to a large extent 1 modeled MacKenzie on my great-grand- 
father, whom I never knew, but always heard stories about. He 


was a very firm Scot and resided over a household of seven 


women. He would come home from his office every day at the 
iton the 


same time and would take his walking stick and p 
doorbell until the door was opened for him >

“He was terribly fond at heart, but like my 
character MacKenzie, he held a fierce Scots- 
Calvinist exterior," Heston continues. "When 
my great-grandmother died, my great-grand- 
father arranged the funeral in meticulous 
detail, attended the ceremony impassively, 
then came home, took off his clothes and got 
into bed. He died four days later." 

The role of James MacKenzie is just the type. 
of character Heston is best known for: stalwart, 
independent and—most importantly—a man 
whose stern exterior conceals an enormous 
passion. Having spent his early years as an only 
child growing up in the timberland of northern 
Michigan, it's not surprising that Heston's 
penchant for self-reliance carried on into man- 
hood. "My childhood was very isolated," he 
recalls. “I was thrown on my own resources—I 
wasn't wandering barefoot іп the snow," he 
laughs, "but in terms of companionship there 
was literally no one my own age." 

Even when he moved to Chicago at age 10 
(after his parents divorced and his mother 
remarried), Heston still deemed himself a 
"backwoods hick." He had never used a tele- 
phone or crossed a busy street (“I didn’t under- 
stand the signals and almost got flattened!"), Не 
was still quite small and had never handled a

football or a basketball, let alone played a team 
sport. Nor did chess and riflery make for bril- 
liant popularity at school. Hence, he was con- 
tinually forced to fend for himself. 

“I really felt the odd man out,” Heston re- 
members. “1 went through the usual adoles- 
cent mania thinking I was the only one feeling 
that way. But happily, that feeling of different- 
ness and the effect of my parents’ divorce gave 
me the beginnings of the theater bug." 

Like many young misfits, Heston took refuge 
in the movie houses watching Gary Cooper 
and Errol Flynn—and participating in his high 
school drama program. Performing offered him 
а chance to escape from his insecurity and hide 
behind the guise of a character. “People imag- 
ine that actors are natural show-offs," Heston 
explains. “But many actors come from rather shy, 
solitary backgrounds. Only comics, singers and 
dancers are presentational performers.” 

Fortunately, by the time Heston won a schol- 
arship to Northwestern University's prestigious 
theater program, his scrawny schoolboy frame 
had developed into a physique of epic propor- 
tions. Heston had the drive to match his size— 
and his power, grace and riveting gray-blue 
eyes commanded immediate attention. 

It is fabled that when Heston first moved to 
Hollywood he by chance caught the eyes of 
famed director Cecil B. De Mille on the Para- 
mount lot. De Mille turned to his secretary and 
said “Make a note of that man.” A year later,

De Mille cast Heston in the key role of the cir- 
cus manager Brad in The Greatest Show on 
Earth (1952). The Oscar-winning picture 
launched Heston's career. 

In the 1950s, landing a role in a Cecil B. De 
Mille film was a sizeable coup for a budding 
star. But few actors had the opportunity to 
work with the great filmmaker twice, Though 
De Mille was known for his distant, cordial 
manner, he took a liking to Heston. This cre- 
ated a small furor among performers who en- 
vied the young actor's exalted position as one 
of De Mille's preferred leading men. "I always 
called him Mr. De Mille," Heston protests, 
attempting to deflect the compliment. "For 40 
years he was one of the best known film- 
makers in the world—and that shook me. 

"De Mille did һауе a rather formal manner 
and was meticulously polite with actors—and 
with extras—in a time when that was rot com- 
mon," Heston remembers. "For example, he 
would always schedule one of the big crowd 
scenes just before Christmas so the extras 
would have more money for the holidays." 

Despite Heston's attempts to qualify his rela- 
tionship with the director, De Mille wielded an 
enormous influence, both personally and 
professionally, on his life. When reminded of 
the prized statue of Andrew Jackson De Mille 
gave him after The Buccaneer (which De Mille 
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Heston was striking as El Cid (1961) opposite 
Sophia Loren, who "carried her beauty as though 
it were a souffle. . . very gently, lest it break.” 


produced), Heston concedes with a smile, “I 
certainly owe him a great deal, I've always said 
if you can’t make a career out of two De Mille 
pictures you better hang up your suit. 

De Mille also directed Heston in the sweeping 
epic The Ten Commandments. Having played 
Moses, succeeded by the roles of Ben-Hur and 
John the Baptist in The Greatest Story Ever 
Told, Heston gained a reputation for being an 
authority on Biblical films. Heston claims his 
expertise and involvement in the genre no way 
matched the quasi-missionary fervor of a direc- 
tor like De Mille, who approached filmmaking 
with great religious zeal. “I'm a religious man 
but it's a private conviction,” he elaborates. “I 
would hesitate to say something so grandilo- 
quent as ‘I played Moses and found God.’ But 
you can't walk barefoot down Mount Sinai and 
feel quite the same again,” 

Heston's philosophy of performing has re- 
mained constant over the years: “1 act because 
I like to play other people.” Researching cos- 
tume, makeup and the history of a piece is part 
of Heston's joy in—and his obligation to—the 
art of acting, “When you're playing biographi- 
cal figures you have a responsibility to history,” 
he notes. "I hope that doesn't sound too pomp- 
ous, but if the man existed you have to do your 
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Heston spent weeks on scaffolding to portray 
Michelangelo іп The Agony and the Ecstacy (1965). 


best to be him." 

Heston offers his portrayal of Michelangelo 
in The Agony and the Ecstasy—among his 
most cherished performances—as an example 
of his extensive preparation in recreating a 
character. He meditated endlessly on the ar- 
tist's sculptures and paintings—even going so 
far as to convince the Vatican to allow him to 
climb scaffolding erected in the Sistine Chapel. 

Heston also donned a closely trimmed beard 
and wandered along the timeless streets of 
Florence. As to his other physical preparations 
for the role, Heston notes, “I resembled Michel- 
angelo somewhat, but I had to use paint and 
little bits of rubber in my nostrils to make my 
nose appear as severely broken as his was.” 
(Heston was also a good eight inches taller than 
the famed Renaissance artist.) 

“I have always felt inadequate playing such 
extraordinary men,” Heston adds, reflecting on 
the scope of his career. One senses the rem- 
nants of a misfit schoolboy in such a confes- 
sion. Heston remains mystified at the breadth 
of his good fortune—having portrayed men far 
more grand than he ever imagined back in the 
deep woods of Michigan. In a gesture char- 
acteristic of his candor, he offers an anecdote 
from the filming of The Agony and the Ecstasy: 
“At the end of a grueling day on the set a 
British journalist asked me, ‘Mr. Heston, don’t 
you think you're a bit tall to play Michelangelo?” 
I replied, ‘No sir, I believe I'm a bit small." О

Gretchen Haight talked 
with Henson three 
weeks before his 
untimely death, when 
he was brimming over 
with new projects 

and new visions.

ade in family entertain- 
ment heaven,” was how Walt Disney Com- 
pany chairman Michael Eisner described the 
company's new business agreement with Mup- 
pet creator Jim Henson when the two men ap- 
peared at Walt Disney World last August to 
announce their arrangement for working to- 
gether. The quote made international head- 
lines, News photos showed Kermit and Miss 
Piggy dancing a jig with Mickey and Minnie 
Mouse in the Florida sunshine. And the world 
smiled in approval, as though blessing the 
coming together of two good families. Now 
there would be new generations of delightful 
family entertainment. 

That same world was shocked and saddened 
when it learned of Jim Henson's sudden death 
on May 16, But Henson’s brilliance, his vision, 
and his commitment to creating new forms of 
family entertainment live on. Indeed, they pro- 
vide a legacy—and inspiration—to build on. 

The rhythm of something old, something 
new seems to have set the timing for Jim 
Henson's career all along the way. From the 
now-legendary moment when the teenage 
Henson cut up his mother's old spring coat to. 
make a frog—which won him а 

$5-a-show after-school job as a 
puppeteer on a local television 
station—to his position as a father 
figure who oversaw a vast array 
of projects including not only 
film and television but also 

book publishing, music 

records and tapes, computer 

products and software, 
Henson had always held on 
to the best of the past, made it 
even better, and moved with 
agility into the future. 

Jim Henson's Muppets have 

been seen on television for 30 
years, appearing, for example, first 
on such variety programs as The Steve 
Allen Show and The Ed Sullivan Show, 
among others, then making it big with the 
launch of Sesame Street in 1969, and even big- 


ger with The Muppet Show, which premiered 
in 1976, Three feature-length films followed: 
The Muppet Movie, The Great Muppet Caper, 
and The Muppets Take Manhattan. 

Henson never limited himself to the Mup- 
pets, however, During the years before Sesame 
Street success, his work straddled two careers: 
at the same time as he was working with the 
Muppets on television, he was developing film 
ideas—“painting stuff, writing stuff," as he 
chose to describe them. So it wasn't surprising 
that Henson went off in a different direction to 
make The Dark Crystal, which premiered in 
theaters in 1982. 

"Another world, . another time. . .In the 
age of wonder" are the words that begin The 
Darh Crystal, a fantasy adventure populated 
with other-worldly creatures, operated by 
sophisticated mechanical technology. For his 
next non-Muppet movie Henson teamed up 
with the master of fantasy, George Lucas (Star 
Wars), to make Labyrinth, which combined 
yet another family of mechanical creatures 
with live-action, and which starred David 
Bowie. At the same time, however, he was also 
producing Muppet Babies and Fraggle Rock 
for television, 

Meeting with Henson in his office in Bur- 
bank this past spring, eight months after an- 
nouncing the deal with Disney, his easy-going 
manner gave no clue to the hectic schedule he 
kept and the projects he juggled. Likewise, his 
height—tall—and his graciousness made it dif- 
ficult to remember that he was the voice of 
humble Kermit and had always been so. 

In conversation Henson's eyes sparkled 
when he talked about the new—an idea, a gag, 
an intricacy of computer technology. “I love 
designing for the parks,” he said. “It's a new 
medium. Just the concept of putting the Mup- 
pets into the parks as animatronic figures is 
such a natural, It's not like seeing people made 
into animatronic figures, which is not seeing 
the real thing, or seeing a cartoon character 
taken from a drawing. Our characters look like 
that already so we ought to be able to do 
wonderful versions of our own characters.” 

The first project is at Walt Disney World: a 
stage show, “Here Come the Muppets,” which 
at the time of the interview was ready to go into 
rehearsal to open Memorial Day weekend.

by Henson's son Brian, 26. “It was great 
fun for me working with him," Henson 
said. He's such a good guy—and he's 
good."

Jim Henson approached any project, 
big or small, by reaching for a mood, for a 
graphic design that created a world in 
which the characters lived and moved 
naturally.

game we play is to beat the kite." It 
was competition Henson-style— 
always pitting himself against ex- 
cellence, frequently his own. 

But no amount of technological 
wizardry mattered, he said, unless it 
added to human qualities; it was a 
puppet's humanity that reached out. 
and touched an audience. Origi- 
nally, Henson's characters had 
been chunks of foam; later they 
were radio- or computer-controlled. 
But the performance was always 
more the performer's than the 
engineer's, Henson believed 

The Muppets are the essence of 
humanity, in a curiously literal 
sense. Henson was quick to explain. 
why: Character traits and behavior 
were exaggerated in puppets, the 
writing was sentimental, and there 
was no actor to get in the way. 
"That's why people can identify 
with a puppet in a way they can't 
identify with an actor," Henson 
said. "Puppets are symbolic." 

Puppets also have universal ap- 
peal, the same way animation does. 
They aren't a nationality or a reli- 
gion—they are all different colors. 
"Puppetry is labeled a children's 
form," Henson said, "but we're 
writing for adult sensibilities. The 
total works for the whole audience."

With major stage settings and lighting, video 
projections, and six or seven different casts, a 
lot of last-minute work remained. 

Another Henson project, The Muppet 
Studios, is set to open next year. It's a whole 
area within The Disney-MGM Studio Tour, and 
will include a state-of-the-art 3-D Muppet attrac- 
tion, restaurants, and a ride, where the Mup- 
pets give their own versions of how movies are 
made. "It's the flip side of the rest of the Disney- 
MGM Studio, which tells you how movies are 
really made. We're doing it in the most stupid 
way possible,” Henson laughed, “using lots of 
misinformation.” For example, a Dr. Zhivago 
snow scene has Kermit and Piggy in a plastic 
ball that's turned back and forth; and horses in 
a western make the sound of galloping by 
wearing coconuts on their hoofs 

“With the 3-D attraction, we're endeavoring 
to do the best,” Henson said. “Last week I saw 
a couple of the 3-D shots of Waldo, a new 
computer-generated character created for The 


Jim Henson Hour last year. | think they may be 
the best 3-D shots ever made, better than the 
kite,” he said, referring to the kite shot in Magic 
Journeys, a 3-D attraction at both Disneyland 
and Walt Disney World. It was the best 3-D 
shot ever made, according to Henson. “Every 
kid reaches out for that kite,” he said, “That's 
what we're always competing against. The

out that all movies before 1950 would now 
be G-rated, but they were all adult movies. 
Henson also believed that entertainment 
could have educational values underneath. It 
should be entertainment first, and humorous; 
it should not be a statement. “But it should 
come from a thought process of substance.” 
Henson worked for and valued the sub- 
stance beneath the fun. In talking about his 
characters, he said, "They're each a little part of 
my soul or someone else's. Like anything any 


artist puts forth, there is always a chunk of the 
man [or woman] involved. They're what we 
use, like a painter uses paint." 

Jim Henson was the voice of Kermit the 
Frog. He had said in the past that Kermit was 
not a cover for him or an alter-ego, that the frog 
didn't say things Henson wouldn't say other- 
wise. The man remained true to the direct 
down-to-earth voice of the frog. Kermit was a 
part of Jim Henson's soul. n

HEY CINDERELLA! 


Once upon a time, Jim Henson 
created Hey Cinderella!, a rendi- 
tion of the classic fairy tale as 
richly comic as Walt Disney's ver- 
sion was fanciful and beautiful. 

Henson's rollicking tale, with a 
cast of actors and Muppets both, 
was a first in Henson history. It 
was the first television special Jim 
Henson created. It was the first 
time he directed a production. 
The cast includes the first big 
shaggy Muppet character— 
Splurge, a purple beast. 


It was also the occasion of Ker- 
mit's becoming a frog—body and 
soul. He'd had a soul, and an 
abstract form, but here in the 
prince's garden, the audience saw 
him for the first time as a total 
frog, spindly legs and all. 

And Kermit is proud of who he 
is. He resists the fairy godmother's 
entreaties to become a fancy 
coachman and drive Cinderella to 
the ball: “1 don't want to be ішпей 
into no coachman. 1 like being a 
frog. It's all I know. . ПП do it 
[drive the coach], provided I do it 
asafrog." 

We wouldn't want Kermit any 
other way.
